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Making  Ends  Meet  In  San

“I’m  stuck  in  this  situation  now 
because  I didn’t  evolve  with  the 
economics  of  the  City,”  observed 
Peter,  a 60-something  cabinetmaker, 
tree  house-builder  and  jack-of-all- 
trades,'  as  he  sat  outside  of  Farley’s 
Cafe  on  a Thursday  afternoon.  Peter 
has  lived  in  the  same  live-work 
artists’  collective  since  the  1970s,  but 
now  he’s  fed  up.  He  would  leave  if  it 
wasn’t  for  his  cheap  rent. 

Complaints  about  San  Francisco’s 
high  cost  of  living  are  as  common  as 
rainy  days  in  January,  but  in  general 
they’re  far  more  colorful.  People 
make  sacrifices  to  live  in  the  City, 
and  find  creative  ways  of  making 
ends  meet.  That’s  especially  true 
if  they’ve  opted,  or  simply  found 
themselves,  doing  something  other 
than  a respectable  nine  to  five. 

Joanne  is  a mother  of  two  and 
works  two  part-time  jobs;  teacher 
and  hand  model.  She  has  small, 
dainty  hands,  long  fingers,  and  well- 
kept  nails.  Both  jobs  have  their 
challenges,  but  her  more  unusual 
intermittent  career  as  a hand  model 
allows  her  to  work  minimal  and 
flexible  hours,  taking  only  a few  gigs 
a year.  “I’m  lucky  that  I can  work 


part-time  like  this  and  still  get  by  in 
this  town,  have  time  with  my  kids, 
have  time  to  myself,”  she  said. 

Hand  models  get  paid  a base 
pay  of  $187.50  an  hour,  but  Joanne 
often  earns  more  than  that.  She’s 
not  so  much  under-paid,  as  under- 
employed. A trained  dancer  and 
therapist,  working  in  schools  and 
psychiatric  hospitals  has  given  her  a 
deep  appreciation  for  her  situation. 
“Honestly,  I’ve  "worked  these  other 
stressful  jobs,  and  it’s  never  full  time 
anyv(ay,  I’ve  been  laid  off. . . but  then 
as  a model,  where  I get  paid  so  much 
for  so  little  and  get  treated  like  a 
queen  - why  is  it  that  there's  such  a 
huge  discrepancy?”  she  wondered. 

Dale,  31,  works  in  a bookstore 
and  is  no  stranger  to  low  wages.  He’s 
lived  in  San  Francisco  for  five  years 
and  most  of  that  time  he’s  worked 
in  one  bookstore  or  another.  Most  of 
his  income  is  spent  on  rent,  food,  and 
alcohol,  although  “not  necessarily  in 
that  order.” 

When  asked  about  how  he  gets ' 
by,  he  responded,  “Two  words:  rent 
control.  I guess  I live  cheaply  too,  but 
I couldn’t  do  it  if  my  rent  was  higher, 
if  it  was  market  rate.”  The  City's 
cost  of  living  is  about  1.75  times  the

national  average,  but  housing  costs 
are  more  than  three  times  as  high. 

Laura,  a 27  year-old  hostess  at  an 
upscale  restaurant,  is  from  Arizona 
and  has  been  living  in  San  Francisco 
. for  two  years.  She  works  four  days  a 
week  for  “good  money”. 

“It’s  not  something  I want  to  be 
doing  forever,  obviously,  but  for  right 
now  it’s  okay,”  she  said.  “I  mean  the 
service  industry  kind  of  sucks.  You 
have  to  serve  people,  and  people 
kind  of  suck,  especially  when  you’re 
serving  them-,”* 

The  hostess  job  keeps  Laura  on  a 
budget,  but  she  couldn’t  recall  having 
to  make  any  great  sacrifices.  A car 
would  be  nice,  perhaps.  “But  I’m  sort 
of  tom  about  that  anyway,  because 
it’s  so  hard  to  keep  a car  here.  But 
if  money  was  totally  not  a problem, 
then  yeah.  I’d  want  one.” 

She  wants  to  go  back  to  school 
someday,  but  hasn’t  decided  what 
she  wants  to  study  yet.  Eventually 
she  sees  herself  working  “a  regular 
job”.  “Nine-to-five  is  just  what  most 
people  do,”  she  said.  “It’s  not  going 
to  be  fun,  but  work  is  always  going 
to  be  work.”

Because  of  Potrero  Hill’s 
geography,  bar  hopping  and  pub 
crawling  can  feel  like  a triathlon 
with  perhaps  somewhat  different 
challenges.  The  tough  get  going  when 
faced  with  traversing  the  steep  hills 
with  a drink  in  one  hand,  popcorn 
in  the  other,  while  doing  the  funky 
chicken  to  the  tune  of  the  music  from 
the  live  band  you  just  heard  still 
running  ‘round  your  brain.  All  the 
more  reason  to  choose  your  imbibing 
place  with  care,  as  it’s  almost  always 
a steep  incline  to  the  next  whisky 
bar. 

The  Hill’s  bars  offer  something 
for  everyone.  Each  night  spot  is  as 
varied  bs  the  characters  you’re  likely 
to  meet,  so  expect  all  sorts  as  you 
seek  out  your  particular  drinking 
destination  with  eyes  wide  open,  at 
least  in  the  beginning. 

“What  you  have  to  understand 
is  there  is  only  one  bar  on  the  Hill 
and  that’s  Blooms.  It’s  the  Cheers 
of  Potrero  Hill  and  I love  it,”  said 
Andrea  Meta,  familiar  to  everyone 
who  frequents  Goat  Hill  Pizza  as 
a definitive  authority  on  all  things 
‘Hiir.  She  noted,  with  her  usual  no- 
nonsense  demeanor,  that  because 
of  the  neighborhood’s  geography 
Blooms  is  literally  the  only  bar  on 
the  Hill.  If  you’re  partial  to  the  old 
Hill  atmosphere,  Blooms  could  easily 
become  your  favorite  watering  hole. 
Opened  in  1982,  the  bar  possesses 
an  unsurpassed  drink  with  a view 
quotient.  With  a jukebox,  pool  table, 
and  heated  deck  the  saloon  is  as 
comfortable  as  a Mexican  time-share. 
It’s  located  opposite  Farley’s  Cafe,  a 
good  source  for  any  necessary  pre- 
homeward  bound  sobering  up. 

Lingba  Restaurant  and  Lounge 
is  a warm  and  welcoming  local 
restaurant  and  lounge.  Great  mixed 
drinks  are  served  in  an  evocative 
interior  of  jungle  decorations, 
including  lively  monkey  motifs,  or 
was  that  just  the  nightly  DJ  getting 
jiggy  as  he  warmed  up  for  the  night 
ahead?

Editorial: 

A Ground’s  Eye  View 
of  The  Potrero:  Not 
Neighborhood-Friendly 


Last  month  the  San  Francisco 
Port  Commission  approved  a deal  to 
allow  Babcock  & Brown’s  Transbay 
Cable  project  access  through  port 
property.  As  the  View  reported  in 
its  February  issue,  the  proposed  400 
megawatt  direct  current  transmission 
line,  which  would  be  planted  under 
the  Bay  from  the  City  of  Pittsburg 
to  the  Dogpatch  neighborhood,  isn’t 
needed;  at  upwards  of  $400  million 
is  vastly  expensive;  and  represents 
a step  backwards  in  the  state’s 
path  towards  a sustainable  energy 
future. 

The  Port  Commission  approved 
the  project  principally  on  the  strength 
of  the  mitigation  package  its  staff 
was  able  to  negotiate  with  Babcock 
& Brown.  The  package  includes  an 
annual  million  dollar  payment  to 
the  cash-strapped  Port,  as  well  as  a 
few  million  dollars  a year  to  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utility  Commission, 
to  be  roundly  invested  in  renewables, 
demand  management  programs, 
and  other  "green”  energy-related 
activities.  It’s  a notable  amount 
of  money,  which  would  not  have 
been  created  absent  unrelenting 
citizen  pressure  on  the  California

On  March  2nd,  at  events  in  Marin 
and  San  Francisco,  I announced  my 
candidacy  for  State  Senate  in  2008.

Still,  even  with  the  mitigation 
funds  the  project  remains  unneeded, 
expensive,  and  reflective  of  an  old- 
school  mentality  towards  how  best  to 
meet  our  energy  needs.  What’s  more, 
it’s  unlikely  that  the  mitigation  costs 
will  come  out  of  Babcock  & Brown’s 
pocket.  Instead,  as  with  the  rest  of 
the  project,  unless  federal  regulators 
step-in,  all  project  expenses  will 
be  paid  by  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  ratepayers.  That  is,  you 
and  me. 

Under  a rush-schedule  pushed  by 
Babcock  & Brown  and  Cal-ISO,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  will  likely  make 
a decision  on  the  Transbay  Cable 
project  this  month.  That  decision 
should  be  made  based  on  the  project’s 
merits,  rather  than  on  the  mitigation 
funds  that  would  become  available  to 
the  City  as  a result  of  its  development. 
Every  once  and  while  all  of  us  need 
to  close  our  eyes  and  hold  our  nose 
in  difference  to  something  we  don’t 
want  but  might  need.  In  this  case 
our  supervisors  should  render  their 
decision  with  their  eyes  wide  open. 


this  up.  Bringing  people  together  — 
not  tearing  them  down,  dividing  them 
or  belittling  them  — is  the  only  way 
to  accomplish  lasting,  meaningful 
results  and  change. 

A few  have  asked  me:  Why  are 
you  running  for  State  Senate?  "It’s 
because  you’re  out  of  a job,”  they 
say.  "It’s  because  you  have  a grudge 
against  your  opponent.”  Neither 
is  true.  Democracy  is  best  served 
when  voters  have  a choice.  Without 
choice  there's  no  aV:countability;

You’ve  seen  it  - it’s  huge.  It's 
under  construction  at  the  former  S 
& C Ford  site.  A whole  square  block 
in  one  of  the  most  sought-after 
neighborhoods  in  the  City.  Marketing 
materials  describe  The  PPtrero  as 
“thoughtfully  designed  to  blend  with 
the  architecture  of  Potrero  Hill."  The 
reality  is  that  this  new  development 
is  a far  cry  from  the  architecture 
seen  in  our  community.  The  Potrero 
is  much  like  other  new  developments 
found  outside  San  Francisco,  in 
places  like  Emeryville  where  big- 
box,  ex-urban  housing  has  become 
the  norm.  Those  projects  might 
work  when  they’re  located  adjacent 
to  Home  Depot.  Our  neighborhood, 
however,  consists  primarily  of  small- 
scale  single  family  homes,  two-unit 
flats  and  original  one-  and  two-story 
warehouses  formerly  inhabited  by 
blue  collar  businesses. 

The  Potrero,  designed  by  HKS 
and  Christiani  Johnson  Architects, 
is  a corporate  design  that  will 
successfully  maximize  the  developer’s 
profit  margin.  The  plan’s  "scheme” 
allows  for  91  units  per  acre;  compare 
that  with  an  average  of  35  units  per 
acre  on  a typical  Potrero  Hill  block 
and  we  can  begin  to  imagine  both  the 
developer’s  profits  and  the  project’s 
impact  on  our  neighborhood. 

The  building  is  actually  two 
structures  built  around  two  central 
courtyards  and  a walkway,  all  of 
which  are  inaccessible  from  the 
units.  Half  the  units  overlook  the 
courtyards,  and  half  overlook  the 
street.  They  all  share  a common 
hallway.  This  unit  layout  is  called 
"double  loaded  corridor”  and  is 
conmion  in  hotel  design,  where  rooms 
are  small  and  privacy  is  limited. 
Extended-stay  hotels  closely  match 
the  design  concept  of  The  Potrero. 

Individual  floor  plans  show 
mostly  single  direction  light  sources 
and  few  windows  for  each  unit.  The 
dens  in  Plan  C are  windowless  - in 
direct  violation  of  the  San  Francisco 
building  code  for  habitable  rooms 
with  closets.  Most  of  the  kitchens  and 
bathrooms  will  not  have  windows. 
The  Potrero’s  facade  will  consist  of 
corrugated  tin  siding  and  pre-cast 


concrete  in  different  colors.  This 
facade  treatment  is  already  dated, 
having  been  popular  during  the  Dot 
Com  Boom  that  ended  seven  years 
ago.  It  leaves  one  to  suspect  that 
material  selection  was  budget-  rather 
than  design-driven. 

The  result  is  a monolithic  look 
from  the  street,  amplified  by  a single 
floor  plane:  all  the  window  sills  line 
up  along  the  same  horizontal  plane 
across  the  slope  of  the  block,  which 
runs  400  feet  in  one  direction  and  200 
feet  in  the  other.  This  will  conflict 
visually  and  proportionally  with  the 
architecture  found  across  the  street 
from  the  development  on  Kansas  and 
Mariposa  streets:  single  family  homes 
with  25  foot  lot  widths,  stepping 
down  the  slope.  The  Potrero’s  town 
houses,  located  along  Mariposa 
Street,  are  nothing  more  than  a 
veneer  to  hide  the  development’s  big 
box  design. 

How  will  The  Potrero  fit  into 
our  neighborhood,  given  that  it’s 
a big,  corporate  development  with 
extremely  high  density,  inexpensive 
exterior  finishes,  generic  facade 
design,  and  a monolithic  presence? 
How  will  the  addition  of  165  new 
units  and  a destination  grocery 
store  affect  Hill  parking,  traffic,  and 
security?  Is  this  the  kind  of  project 
we  need  and  want  on  the  Hill,  or  is 
this  the  kind  of  project  that  will  sell- 
out to  commuters  to  the  Peninsula, 
to  investors  looking  for  rental  unit 
income,  to  transient  residents  who 
must  relocate  as  their  family  grows? 

Buyer  beware:  The  irony  of  The 
Potrero  is  that  it’s  promoting  itself 
based  on  our  neighborhood’s  unique, 
small  town,  fine-grained  features  - 

- mom  and  pop  stores,  funky  urban 
elements,  family-oriented  businesses 

— while  completely  contradicting 
those  concepts.  Ex-urban  high 
density  corporate  projects  may  be 
acceptable  outside  the  City,  but 
Potrero  Hill  deserves  better.

Why  I’m  Running 
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Health  Center  Serves 
Bayview  Children

Last  month  California  Pacific 
Medical  Center  (CPMC)  opened  the 
Bayview  Child  Health  Center,  The 
center,  located  at  1335  Evans  Street, 
offers  a full  range  of  pediatric  care, 
mental  heath  and  weight  management 
services.  It  serves  a community  that 
has  the  greatest  density  of  children 
and  an  infant  mortality  rate  that’s 
three  times  higher  than  the  City 
average. 

Dr.  Nadine  Burke  serves  as  the 
center’s  sole  medical  doctor  on  staff. 
“I  felt  we  needed  to  open  a clinic  in 
the  Bayview.  It  has  the  highest  rate  of 
hospitalization  for  all  major  illnesses, 
including  asthma,  diabetes,  heart 
disease.”  said  Burke,  who  was  asked 
by  CPMC  two  years  ago  to  address 
health  disparities  in  San  Francisco, 
Just  one  pediatrician  had  been 
serving  the  Bayview-Hunters  Point 
neighborhood,  she  said,  even  though 
San  Francisco  has  one  of  the  highest 
rates  of  physicians  per  capita. 

"Inequality  and  injustice  in 
health  care  is  so  appalling  that  no 
person  should  be  able  to  see  it  and 
not  want  to  do  something  about  it,” 
said  Burke.  “Ethnicity  indicates 
whether  a neighborhood  will  be  more 
likely  to  have  fewer  physicians  than 
other  areas.  Poverty  and  ethnicity 
- Bayview-Hunters  Point  gets  a 
one-two  punch  by  having  the  lowest 
income  and  highest  number  of 
African-Americans.  ” 

A lack  of  doctors  is  just  one  of 
the  barriers  low-income  families 
face  when  trying  to  access  the  health 
care  system.  Finding  adequate 
transportation  and  child  care  services 
is  another.  “When  a parent  considers 
bringing  her  child  to  health  care 
services  she  has  to  decide  if  she  will 
be  physically  able  to  get  there,  with 
maybe  more  than  one  child  to  bring 
along,”  said  Burke.  As  a result  of 
these  barriers,  rather  than  obtaining 
medical  care  early  in  an  illness 
parents  sometimes  wait  and  hope 
their  youngster  will  get  better.  Low- 
income  families  with  sick  children 
are  also  overly  reliant  on  the  9-1-1 


system,  she  said. 

A more  subtle,  but  no  less  deadly 
health  problem  facing  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point  residents  is  obesity. 
According  to  Burke,  the  area  has 
the  highest  obesity  rate  in  San 
Francisco;  65  percent  of  residents 
are  overweight  or  obese.  "Parents 
know  on  a certain  level  to  feed  their 
children  healthy  foods.”  said  Burke. 
“But  Bayview  has  poor  access  to 
fresh  fruits  and  vegetables.  Part  of 
the  reason  is  the  way  the  community 
is  set  up.  You  have  to  go  out  of  your 
way  to  find  healthy  food.” 

“When  compared  to  the  Marina 
District  there  are  three  times  the 
number  of  liquor  stores  in  Bayview- 
Hunters  Point,”  she  said.  "Six  times 
the  number  of  fast  food  restaurants, 
and  half  as  many  supermarkets.  The 
supermarket  in  Bayview-Hunters 
Point  is  located  in  an  area  where 
parents  would  need  a car.” 

“I  grew  up  ninning  in  the  streets,  ” 
said  Burke,  who  is  African-American 
and  grew  up  in  Palo  Alto.  “Parents  in 
Bayview-Hunters  Point  are  scared  to 
let  their  kids  run  outdoors.  So  they 
grow  up  watching  TV  and  eating 
Doritos.” 

According  to  Burke  the  life 
expectancy  in  San  Francisco  for  a 
black  male  is  1 1 years  shorter  than  a 
white  male,  14  years  shorter  than  a 
Latino  male  and  1 8 years  shorter  than 
a Chinese  male.  The  high  incidence  of 
gun  violence  in  the  City,  particularly 
in  Bayview-Hunters  Point,  is  a key 
reason  for  the  shorter  life  span,  she 
said. 

“Our  health  care  system  is  not 
serving  blacks  as  well  as  other 
communities,”  said  Bui*ke.  “We  need 
to  come  up  with  better  strategies. 
For  example,  a white  woman  is 
more  likely  to  be  diagnosed  with 
breast  cancer,  a black  woman  is 
more  likely  to  die  from  it.”  Black 
women,  she  said,  have  lower  rates 
of  breast  cancer  but  higher  death 
rates  due  to  being  diagnosed  later  in 
the  progression  of  the  illness.  Burke 
hopes  the  new  center  will  help  to  heal 
a wounded  community.

Meeting  Paula  and  Ernie  Kovacs 
is  a treat.  If  you’re  a Potrero  resident 
who  walks  a dog,  pushes  a stroller- 
-and  Hill  residents  usually  fall  into 
at  least  one  of  those  categories  these 
days— or  have  lived  in  the  community 
for  a while,  you  may  have  already 
met  them.  If  not,  keep  your  eyes  out 
for  a retired  couple  walking  little 
Oliver,  their  16-year  old  fluffy  black 
dog,  with  one  eye,  an  under  bite,  and 
a grin. 

The  Kovacs’  home  on  Carolina 
Street  sits  on  the  lot  next  to  Paula’s 
childhood  abode.  The  house’s  all- 
wood outside  paneling  creates  the 
ambiance  of  an  urban  log  cabin. 
Inside  natural  light  streams  through 
the  full-length  windows  at  the  back 
of  the  house.  “We  wanted  a feeling 
of  light  and  openness,"  said  Paula, 
gazing  around  the  large,  bright  living 
room,  her  eyes  pausing  on  Oliver 
curled  up  on  the  couch.  Ernie  and 
Paula  had  the  house  designed  for 
them  and  have  lived  there  35  years. 
“We’ve  been  married  41  years  so 
those  early  years  are  a little  vague," 
laughs  Paula. 

“I  was  born  in  1940  and  my 
first  home  was  on  Rhode  Island 
Street  just  a few  blocks  away,” 
said  Paula  warming  to  the  story. 
“My  second  home  was  815  Carolina 
Street,  just  up  the  hill  from  here, 
and  then  my  parents  bought  the 
house  at  707  Carolina  Street  along 
with  the  empty  lot  next  door  - the 
people  wouldn’t  sell  it  otherwise,” 
she  added.  After  she  married  Ernie 
the  couple  went  house-hunting,  but 
were  not  impressed  by  the  prospects. 
Paula's  mother  suggested  that  they 
build  in  the  empty  lot.  "I  couldn't 
have  imagined  building  on  the  lot 
that  was  my  childhood  backyard,” 
exclaimed  Paula  laughing  again. 
“However.  I don’t  know  where  we’d 
be  living  right  now  if  my  mother 
wasn’t  so  generous." 

Ernie  is  also  a native  San 
Franciscan.  “I  didn’t  move  very 
much,”  said  Ernie  softly.  “I  was 
born  in  Letterman  Hospital  [in  the 
Presidio].  My  first  residence  was  on 


Golden  Gate  Avenue,  and  then  on 
Oak  and  Divisadero,  then  Andover 
Street  in  Bernal  Heights."  The  Hill 
has  been  Ernie’s  home  since  he 
married  Paula. 

Paula  is  part  of  San  Francisco's 
Molokan  con^munity,  a pacifist 
group  originally  from  Russia. 
Facing  religious  persecution  in 
Russia  and  fleeing  Czarist  rule,  her 
ancestors  headed  to  San  Francisco 
to  join  Molkans  who  had  previously 
immigrated  to  the  City.  “To  leave 
your  home  is  hard  enough,  but  to  go 
to  a new  country  where  you  don’t 
speak  the  language  - how  brave.” 
said  Paula. 

Paula’s  ebullience  compliments 
Ernie’s  more  demure  nature.  And 
although  sparse  of  speech,  his  humor 
is  as  readily  evident  as  the  t-shirt  on 
his  back.  His  shirt  pictures  a squirrel 
dressed-up  like  a bird,  complete  with 
a fake  beak  and  wings,  holding  a sign 
that  reads  “Feed  the  Birds.”  (Hey 
- it  got  a chuckle  out  of  me).  His 
shirt  also  hints  at  his  ornithological 
tendencies.  So  too  did  the  four 
birdfeeders  in  the  backyard. 

“I  used  to  tease  Ernie  that  he 
fell  in  love  with  my  family  before 
he  fell  in  love  with  me,"  giggled 
Paula  as  she  describes  how  on  their 
first  date  they  walked  around  her 
neighborhood  and  on  every  street  she 
pointed  out  a family  member’s  home, 
past  or  present.  Paula’s  brother.  John 
Pavlofff,  a retired  fireman,  lives  next 
door  in  their  childhood  home,  and  her 
uncle  and  cousins  live  up  the  street. 
Their  nephew,  Michael  Reverdy,  lives 
in  San  Bruno,  and  they  pick  up  his 
10-year  old  daughter,  Micayla,  three 
times  a week  from  school.  “I  am  66 
years  o*ld,"  said  Paula.  “All  of  my 
mothers  and  sisters  are  gone. and  I 
still  miss  them  very  much,  however 
I’m  fortunate  for  the  relatives  I do 
have  left.” 

While  Paula  believes  that  the 
Hill  is  still  a wonderful  place  to  raise 
children,  she  fondly  recalls  the  good 
‘ol  days  when  she  was  a child  growing 
up  in  the  neighborhood.  “People 
make  fun  of  the  50’s,  but  to  us  it  was 
idyllic,”  said  Paula.  “We  had  the  run

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of  hill  and  dale.  We’d  have  clod  ball 
fights  in  the  empty  lot  near  our  house, 
ride  our  bikes,  go  to  the  park  - we 
were  outdoors  more  than  in!” 

Ernie  nodded  his  head,  saying, 
“Until  20  years  ago  it  was  the  same 
- very  quiet," 

“But  a big  condo  was  built  across 
the  street  on  20th  between  Wisconsin 
and  California,”  explained  Paula. 
“That  lot  was  our  playground  when  I 
was  child,  there  were  so  many  empty 
lots  we  played  in  then.  The  Hill  has 
grown  exponentially  since  then. 
However,  I have  to  say  that  I think 
the  Hill  has  retained  its  flavor." 

One  example  of  the  Hill’s 
continuing  village  flavor  is  the  ongoing 
generosity  of  the  Kovacs’  neighbor, 
who  raises  Japanese  cucumbers. 
Occasionally  the  Kovacs  come  home 
to  discover  a basket  full  of  freshly- 
picked  cucumbers  on  their  porch. 
Once  they  found  not  only  a basket  of 
cucumbers,  but  also  a fish  tank,  some 
fish  food  and  instructions.  "We  didn’t 
mind  at  all."  said  Paula,  happy  to  do 
her  neighborly  duty. 

Another  example  was  when 
Martha  Pavloff’s  neighbors  --  the 


owners  of  Good  Life  Grocery  -- 
were  building  in  the  lot  next  door, 
and  decided  not  to  set  their  house 
back  as  far  as  originally  planned  so 
as  to  preserve  Martha’s  city  views. 
“That  is  a typical  action  of  the 
Hill,”  said  Paula,  pointing  out  the 
view  from  the  back  porch.  To  the 
north  lies  an  almost  complete  view 
of  San  Francisco’s  skyline.  Besides 
the  birds-eye  view  of  the  City’s 
urban  landscape,  the  back  porch 
also  offers  a panorama  of  trees  and 
a small  glimpse  at  their  neighbors’ 
backyards.  Paula  describes  how  in 
the  spring  the  trees’  new  buds  will 
encircle  the  backyard,  making  it  a 
more  private  enclave. 

One  tree  is  a tall  Cedar;  the 
other  a Horse  Chestnut.  Then  there’s 
the  40-foot  tall  Avocado  tree  that 
stretches  out  over  her  brother’s 
backyard.  Paula  planted  the  tree  as  a 
child.  “You  have  to  respect  old  trees," 
said  Paula,  Ernie  nodding  beside  her, 
Oliver  still  comfortably  curled  up  on 
the  couch.

Whole  Foods,  The  Potrero 
Open  this  Summer

Marketing  materials  for  The 
Potrero,  which  is  currently  under 
construction  at  the  former  S & C 
Ford  site  between  17th,  Rhode  Island, 
Mariposa  and  Kansas  streets,  say 
it's  “Potrero  Hill’s  newest  mixed- 
use  residential  development."  The 
development,  which  is  scheduled  to  be 
completed  this  summer,  will  feature 
165  dwelling  units,  approximately  20 
of  which  will  be  “affordable,”  and 
a Whole  Foods  grocery  store.  The 
Potrero's  assortment  of  studios,  one- 
and  two-bedroom  apartments,  and 
two-  and  three-bedroom  town  homes 
will  “feature open,  modem  floorplans 
that  offer  residents  flexible  living 
spaces,”  according  to  the  developer’s 
publicist,  The  Mark  Group. 

The  Potrero  residents  will  benefit 
from  close  access  to  downtown  San 
Francisco,  the  Potrero  Hill  and  South 
of  Market  neighborhoods,  and  three 
freeways.  As  part  of  its  marketing 
efforts  The  Mark  Group  is  promoting 
Potrero  Hill’s  world  class  views,  and 
“renowned  restaurants,  boutique 
shopping,  galleries  and  nightlife  on 
lively  18th  Street.”  Alan  Mark,  head 
of  The  Mark  Group,  explained,  “Henry 
Lambert  of  Lambert  Development  is 
very  choosy  about  where  he  builds.  He 
understands  that  this  is  a place  in  the 
City  that  is  a village  and  he  liked  the 
idea  that  this  development  is  a small 
community  within  a community.” 

The  development  consists  of 
north  and  south  buildings,  each 
with  a central  landscaped  courtyard. 
The  buildings  will  be  separated  by 
a publicly  accessible  landscaped 
walkway.  A “pocket  park"  is  also 
being  created  on  the  comer  of  Kansas 
and  Mariposa  streets.  Some  of  the 
units  will  have  private  balconies 
with  downtown  views.  Underground 
parking  for  residents,  consisting  of 
161  spaces,  will  be  accessed  from 
Rhode  Island  Street.  Given  that  more 
units  are  being  built  than  parking 
spaces,  Mark  explained  that  residents 
can  choose  to  forego  their  parking 
space  in  exchange  for  a reduced 
purchase  price.  The  development  will 
also  have  a fitness  center  and  Pilates 
studio  for  residents. 

Whole  Foods’  main  entrance  will 
be  located  on  the  comer  of  17th  and 
Rhode  Island  streets.  The  grocery 
store  will  have  100  parking  spaces 
for  customers  and  a small  in-store 
coffee  shop.  Loading  docks,  located 
mid-block  on  17th  Street,  will  have 


limited  delivery  hours.  The  new  store 
will  be  San  Francisco’s  third  Whole 
Foods,  and  will  likely  draw  shoppers 
from  throughout  the  Southeast, 
increasing  nearby  traffic  and  parking 
congestion. 

Many  neighbors  welcome  Whole 
Foods.  Audrey  Genet,  an  Arkansas 
Street  resident,  explained,  “This 
means  easy  access  to  organic  and 
wholesome  food,  yummy  breads  and 
desserts  and  a lot  of  choices.  It  also 
adds  value  to  our  neighborhood, 
which  as  a home  owner  is  really 
something  we  could  use  right  now 
with  the  currently  poor  real  estate 
market."  But  Genet  and  others  are 
worried  about  the  impact  the  gourmet 
grocery  store  will  have  on  the  smaller, 
locally-owned  neighborhood  stores, 
like  The  Good  Life  Grocery.  Kirsten 
Stewart,  an  18th  Street  resident, 
stated,  “Yes,  I will  shop  [at  Whole 
Foods],  but  will  definitely  continue 
to  support  The  Good  Life  and  New 
Potrero  Market  for  the  same  types 
of  things  I already  go  there  for.”  She 
added,  “There  will  also  be  much  more 
traffic  on  our  Hill  because  of  the  new 
Whole  Foods  - people  will  make  it  a 
destination  shop  - coming  from  other 
surrounding  areas.” 

Keith  Goldstein,  who  serves  as  the 
Potrero  Hill  Association  of  Merchants 
and  Businesses’  President,  stated  “As 
someone  who  lives  on  Kansas  Street, 
I am  certainly  concerned  about  traffic 
and  parking.  At  the  same  time.  I am 
concerned  about  the  loss  of  small 
businesses  on  the  Hill  - I was  very 
sorry  to  see  Four  Star  Video  close 
- and  I am  hopeful  that  Whole  Foods 
will  introduce  locals  to  the  idea  of 
shopping  on  the  Hill  rather  than 
going  elsewhere.” 

Goldstein  continued,  “The 
merchants  generally  seem  to  support 
Whole  Foods;  primarily  because  the 
neighborhood  welcomes  them.  It  is  a 
neighborhood-serving  business  and 
that  is  what  we  want  to  see  on  the  Hill. 
We  are  concerned  about  issues  such 
as  satellite  formula  retail  businesses 
opening  in  proximity  to  Whole  Foods 
and  that  is  why  we  asked  Supervisor 
Maxwell  to  introduce  controls  on 
formula  retail  on  Potrero  Hill."  Those 
interim  controls  were  established  last 
Fall  and  will  be  in  effect  until  the  end 
of  the  year.

Erica.  24.  also  anticipates  joining 
the  nine  to  five  work  force,  but  right 
now  she’s  thrilled  with  her  part- 
time  internship  at  a design  firm.  The 
position  is  paid,  but  “not  well.”  and 
she  admits  that  her  income  hasn't  yet 
met  her  expenses  in  the  eight  months 
that  she’s  lived  in  San  Francisco. 
The  difference  is  made  up  by  a trust 
fund  that  her  grandparents  set  up 
for  her. 

“I’m  not  what  you’d  call  a 
'trustafarian'.”  she  laughed,  “But 
it’s  nide.  It  lets  me  do  things  that  I 
couldn’t  do  othei*wise.  Like  I probably 
couldn't  really  work  this  job.  And  I 
don’t  have  to  worry  about  it  - that’s 
the  really  big  thing." 


"If  I was  actually  earning  more 
money,  then  there  are  ways  I'd  live 
differently.  Now  it’s  like  sometimes 
I don’t  go  on  a trip  or  something, 
because  it’s  expensive.  But  I can’t 
really  complain.”  Erica  said. 

“The  place  has  been  taken  over 
by  yuppies,”  Peter  said  of  his  artists’ 
collective,  where  he  claims  most 
people  rely  on  outside  jobs  rather 
than  living  and  working  onsite.  That 
gi'ipe  might  as  well  stand  for  the  rest 
of  the  City  as  well  - no  matter  your 
opinion  of  the  professional  class,  we’re 
primarily  a city  of  comparatively 
well-paid  office  workers. 

In  2005,  “management, 
professional,  and  related  occupations” 
accounted  for  approximately  193,716 
of  San  Francisco’s  jobs.  "Sales  and 


Another  Way  to  Make  it  in  the  City 


One  sector  that’s  thriving  in  San 
Francisco  but  doesn’t  appear  on  the 
census  is  the  sex  industry.  From 
the  strip  clubs  on  Broadway  to  the 
recent  high-profile  outing  of  Kink, 
com  to  the  transactions  conducted 
behind  closed  doors,  sex  work  is  big 
business  in  the  City. 

"V"  is  21  years  old.  She 
wears  a faux-leopard  coat.  Her 
hair  is  dramatically  styled  and 
multicolored.  Over  Thai  food  on 
a rainy  Friday  night,  she  refers  to 
herself  as  a postmodern  prostitute 
and  proud  of  it. 

A recent  transplant  from 
Minneapolis,  V has  been  doing 
sex  work  of  various  kinds  since 
she  was  18.  “It's  not  like  it  was 
something  I wanted  to  do  gi'owing 
up  or  anything,”  she  explained. 
“Mostly  because  growing  up  in  a 
small. town  in  northern  Minnesota, 
1 didn’t  think  of  it  as  possible.  But 
I did  see  it  as  exciting  and  fun.  and 
I didn’t  understand  why  there  was 
this  negative  stigma.” 

V started  out  doing  erotic 
massage,  has  dabbled  in  stripping, 
worked  as  a phone  sex  operator,  and 
once  performed  oral  sex  for  $700. 
She  now  works  as  a pro-domme. 
or  dominatiix.  'Tm  interested  in 
sex  work  in  general,”  she  said.  “I’m 
interested  in  the  politics  of  it,  and 
in  the  way  sex  workers  and  clients 
Interact  with  each  other.  Because 
I think  in  every  type  of  sex  work 
there’s  a distinct  variation.” 

Despite  her  sociological 
interests,  in  the  end  it’s  about  the 
money.  Or.  more  precisely,  it’s 
about  the  money  and  the  freedom. 
V charges  $200  for  a "session”,  of 
which  the  dungeon  that  she  works 
out  of  takes  $50.  That’s  $150  for 
an  hour  of  work  that  she  claims  to 
enjoy  very  much. 

She  works  anywhere  from  two 
to  15  hours  a week,  and  sets  her  own 
schedule.  This  leaves  her  with  plenty 
of  time  to  pursue  her  true  passion 
of  creative  writing.  Currently, 
she  spends  up  to  five  hours  a day 
working  on  a “sunealisl  memoir" 
novella, 

San  Francisco  is  in  some  ways 
an  ideal  place  to  do  sex  work,  due 
to  the  City’s  liberal  mores  and  a 
generally  more  sex-positive  culture, 
But  for  precisely  these  reasons, 
the  competition  here  is  steeper 


than  elsewhere.  The  website  that 
V advertises  on  features  40  other 
dommes  offering  a range  of  kinky 
activities  in  the  Bay  Area  alone. 

When  she  was  doing  erotic 
ma'ssage  in  Minneapolis.  V “always 
had  a couple  thousand  dollars 
lying  around,”  but  here  she  makes 
just  enough  to  live  comfortably.  "I 
probably  spend  most  of  my  money 
on  food,”  she  mused.  “San  Francisco 
is  just  such  a fabulous  place  to  eat 
out!" 

V has  worked  other  “menial 
jobs " in  the  past,  from  waitressing  to 
selling  cable  door-to-door.  Since  her 
arrival  in  San  Francisco,  she  held 
one  job  as  a waitress  - which  lasted 
for  a total  of  three  days.  “The  funny 

* thing  was  that  here  I was  doing  this 
thing  that’s  actually  approved  of, 
culturally  speaking,  but  for  like  no 
money,  and  it  was  terrible;  and  I’ve 
never  felt  so  much  like  a whore!” 
she  joked. 

V has  a balanced  view  of  her 
work,  admitting  that  there  are  both 
pros  and  cons.  “I  don’t  really  think 
anything  is  black  and  white  and 
grow  very  imitated  by  those  who 
do,”  she  said.  “I  don’t  think  sex  work 
is  either  the  greatest  thing  that  ever 
happened  or  this  horrible  degrading 
thing  that’s  harming  my  psyche.” 

V explained  that  the  money, 
freedom,  and  enjoyment  that 
she  gets  from  doing  sex  work 
are  counterbalanced  by  negative 
aspects,  such  as  a certain  degree 
of  risk  (she  says  she’s  never  felt 
physically  endangered)  and  a skewed 
perception  of  the  value  of  money.  “I 
know  I won’t  be  doing  this  forever, 
and  when  I’m  not  I know  that 
whatever  it  is  I am  doing  I’m  going 
to  be  working  so  much  harder  for  so 
much  less  money,”  she  said. 

As  a largely  undergroimd  activity,  sex 
work  can  also  be  alienating.  “You’re 
not  in  touch  with  the  mainstream,” 
she  said.  "You’re  not  in  touch  with 
the  world  of  the  worker  bees  doing 
the  nine  to  five  and— even  though 
that  reality  sucks  and  I don’t  w^nt 
to  be  a part  of  it— I do  feel  left  out 
in  a certain  way.  There’s  a ceidain 
bonding  in  that  whole  ‘life  is  hard, 
you  gotta  go  to  work  and  you  gotta 
pay  the  bills’  mentality,  that  I’m  just 
not  part  of.”

office  occupations”  were  a distant 
second,  with  90.953  jobs,  while 
“service  occupations”  accounted  for 
62.047  jobs.  Extraction,  production, 
construction,  and  maintenance  jobs 
combined  totaled  less  than  50,000,  and 
132  people  work  in  farming,  fishing 
and  forestry.  The  occupation  with 
the  fastest  job  growth  is  biomedical 
engineering. 

Peter  used  to  aspire  to  San 
Francisco  home  ownership.  He  still 
does,  but  only  hypothetically.  “The 
reality  of  it  is  how’s  that  ever  going 
to  happen?”  he  wonders  wryly.  For 
the  time  being  Peter  is  happy  with 
his  lifestyle,  despite  occasional  feuds 
with  his  neighbors. 

“Is  it  worth  it?  No,  not  really.  But 
I’m  in  love  with  this  City,"  he  said.

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Potrero  Hill  Activists 
Continue  to  Fight  the 
Powers  that  Be

For  more  than  three  decades 
Potrero  Hill  activists  have  struggled 
to  find  the  best  way  to  accommodate 
the  constant  stream  of  new 
development  and  wealth  that’s  drawn 
to  the  community’s  fine  weather, 
breathtaking  views,  and  accessible 
parking.  Today  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco  (UCSF)  campus,  as  well 
as  proposed  new  land  uses  in  and 
around  Showplace  Square  and  the 
Central  Waterfront,  threatens  the 
neighborhood’s  small  town  feel. 

A century  ago  Potrero  HiD  was 
populated  by  working  class  families. 
During  the  early  1900s,  Scottish- 
. Irish-,  and  Russian-Americans 
worked  at  the  Central  Waterfront 
and  Hunters  Point  shipyards,  as  well 
as  at  Union  Iron  Works  and  South  of 
Market  industries.  Irish-Americans 
settled  mostly  in  “the  Dog  Patch” 
- a name  given  to  the  Hill’s  eastern 
fiatlands  because  of  its  reputation 
for  containing  packs  of  wild  dogs. 
Russian-Americans  settled  in  the 
Hill’s  northwest  neighborhoods. 
African-Americans  joined  the 
community  en  masse  during  World 
War  II,  drawn  by  war-time  jobs  in 
the  factories  and  shipyards.  ^ 

During  the  1970s  Potrero  Hill 
residents  formed  the  Potrero  Hill 
Tenants  Alliance,  which  advocated 
on  behalf  of  low-income  tenants 
that  were  being  displaced  by  new 
development.  The  Potrero  Hill  League 
of  Active  Neighbors  (PLAN)  tried 
unsuccessfully  to  stop  development 
of  the  Victorian  Mews,  an  87-unit 
condominium  project  that  at  the  time 
was  considered  to  include  “luxury” 
housing.  PLAN  called  for  the 
development  of  housing  catering  to 
low-  and  moderate-income  families, 
including  rehabilitation  of  existing 
structures.  PLAN  succeeded  in 
convincing  the  Victorian  Mews 
developer  to  change  the  project’s 
architectural  styles  to  better  match 
the  neighborhood’s  character,  and  to 
include  underground  parking. 

During  the  1980s  and  1990s 
Potrero  Hill  experienced  a jump 
in  business  activity,  particularly 
in  the  areas  of  information-based 
professional  and  business  services, 
bars  and  restaurants,  and  retail 
outlets.  Former  warehouses  and 
factories  were  converted  into  offices, 
expensive  stores  and  houses.  The 
working-class  community  became 
gentrified.  By  the  end  of  the  1990s 
almost  three-quarters  of  community 
residents  x>wned  their  house,  with 
median  home  prices  hovering  around 
$350,000  for  a single  family  home,  20 
percent  above  the  citywide  median. 

Amidst  all  the  change,  community 
activism  remains  strong.  Founded 
in  1926.  the  Potrero  Hill  Boosters 
Association  is  one  of  the  oldest 
neighborhood  associations  in  San 
Francisco,  with  upwards  of  300 


members.  The  Boosters  work  to 
preserve  the  community’s  unique, 
small  neighborhood  character. 
According  to  its  President,  Tony 
Kelly,  “Our  Mission  is  to  protect 
and  improve  the  district  known  as 
Potrero  Hill,  to  review  and  study 
zoning,  planning,  improvement  and 
development  programs  to  promote 
the  best  interests  of  Potrero  Hill.” 
Kelly  warns  that  “there  are  three 
new  neighborhoods  being  planned 
around  us,  with  the  potential  to 
triple  the  population  of  the  94107 
zip  code.  If  we  don’t  work  to  plan 
that  development  ourselves,  others 
will  do  it  for  us.  ” The  “others”  Kelly 
refers  to  are  the  “outside  planning 
agency  or  developers”  who  may  not 
have  the  Hill’s  long-term  interests 
at  heart.  Kelly  encourages  residents 
“to  make  sure  that  City  Hall  and 
developers  know  that  (resident  have 
a stake  in  neighborhood  land  uses],  so 
they  work  with  our  neighborhood  to 
make  planning  decisions  that  benefit 
ever>'one  on  the  Hill.” 

Joe  Boss,  who  serves  on  the 
boards  of  the  Boosters  and  Dogpatch 
Neighborhood  Association,  also 
believes  that  Potrero  Hill  residents 
should  be  involved  in  the  planning 
process.  “Everyone  involved 
needs  to  learn  from  each  other 
and  consensus  and  compromise 
need  to  be  developed.  City  Hall 
has  more  technical  knowledge.  The 
citizens  understand  what  affects  the 
enjoyment  of  life.  Together,  they  can 
develop  the  answers,”  he  said. 

The  Boosters  and  Dogpatch 
Neighborhood  Association  supported 
the  passage  of  Proposition  G last 
November,  which  limits  chain  stories 
to  commercial  centers.  Potrero 
Hill  residents  voted  in  favor  of  the 
proposition  by  a margin  of  two  to  one. 
According  to  Kelly,  “I  think  that  Prop 
G is  good;  it  requires  conditional  use 
approval  for  formula  retail  businesses 
in  neighborhood  commercial  zones. 
Additionally,  Potrero  Hill  needs  to  be 
very  careful  about  its  design  industry 
in  and  around  Showplace  Square, 
and  its  industrial  jobs  in  the  Central 
Waterfront,  so  strong  limitations  on 
formula  retail  in  industrially  zoned 
areas  are  also  appropriate.” 

The  best  way  to  get  involved  in 
neighborhood  issues  is  to  “join  at 
least  one  organization  or  cause  that 
holds  your  interest,”  says  Boss.  In 
addition  to  the  Boosters  and  Dogpatch 
Neighborhood  Associations,  active 
community  groups  include  the  Port 
of  San  Francisco  Central  Waterfront 
Advisory  Group,  the  Potrero  Hill 
Parents’  Association,  and  the  UCSF 
Mission  Bay  Citizen  Advisory 
Committee.  Residents  can  also 
participate  in  the  ongoing  Citizens 
Community  Planning  program  for  the 
Potrero/Showplace  Square/Central 
Waterfront  area.  San  Francisco 
City  Planning  Workshops  are  held  in 
the  neighborhood  about  every  three 
months.

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SF  Restaurants  Fuel 
Bio-Diesel  Movement

Fog  drifting  between  San 
Francisco’s  hills  is  a familiar  sight 
to  residents  and  visitors  alike.  Fewer 
people  notice  how  the  City’s  sewers 
also  fill  up  with  FOG:  fats,  oils,  and 
grease.  A new  pilot  project  to  be 
launched  later  this  year  by  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission 
(SFPUC)  and  Department  of  the 
Environment  (SF  Environment)  will 
divert  FOG  from  the  sewers  and 
convert  it  into  an  alternative  fuel 
known  as  bio-diesel  to  help  power 
the  City’s  fleet  of  diesel-powered 
vehicles,  including  Muni  buses. 

“We  have  a world-class  restaurant 
industry  and  a world-class  grease 
problem,”  said  Lewis  Harrison. 
SFPUC  water  pollution  prevention 
manager.  Grease  is  to  blame  almost 
half  the  time  maintenance  crews 
are  called  to  work  on  the  City’s 
sewer  lines.  Fats,  oils,  and  grease 
that  clog  the  sewer  pipes  no  longer 
resemble  the  creamy  yellowish  fluid 
left  behind  in  the  frying  pan.  Instead, 
these  substances  coat  sewer  walls, 
capture  debris,  and  harden  to  restrict 
waste  flow  just  like  cholesterol  in  the 
arteries,  according  to  Harrison. 

When  heavy  rains  fall,  sewers 
clogged  with  solidified  grease 


can  back-up  and  flood  the 
neighborhoods  above  them.  During 
a storm  that  blew  through  in 
December  2005,  a giant  ball  of 
grease  that  had  been  accumulating 
underneath  Chinatown  blocked 
the  drains  and  flooded  several 
store  basements,  damaging  the 
merchandise  in  at  least  one  shop. 
Fresh  fats,  oils,  and  grease  are  also 
food  for  rats,  a well-known  disease 
vector. 

Restaui-ants  generate  two  kinds 
of  grease.  Yellow  grease  consists  of 
the  residues  left  after  cooking  with 
fats  and  oils,  such  as  butter,  lard, 
vegetable  oil,  and  meats.  Yellow 
grease  can  be  recycled  into  animal 
feed,  soap,  cosmetics,  and  skin  care 
products.  And  increasingly  bio-fuel 
producers  spawned  by  grassroots, 
movements  across  the  country  are 
processing  yellow  grease  into  bio- 
diesel, an  alternative  fuel  to  power 
cars  with  diesel  engines. 

The  other  kind  of  grease,  brown 
grease,  is  typically  washed  down 
the  drain  and  caught  in  a grease 
trap.  Because  it’s  contaminated  by 
other  waste,  brown  grease  cannot  be 
recycled  into  bio-diesel.  But  it  can 
yield  methane  gas  when  processed

(tequila,  triple  sec.  lemon,  lime,  with 
a dash  of  pomegranate  liquor)  while 
supping  her  tom  kha  soup  at  the 
bar,  the  "best  bartender  in  the  City” 
is  Steven,  who  alternates  his  nights 
mixing  and  shaking  at  Lingba  and 
Bar  Tartine. 

Four  blocks  away,  down  the  Hill, 
the  Connecticut  Yankee  has  many 
fans,  as  this  bar  caters  to  sporty  men 
and  women.  Word  has  it  that  Boston 
fans  flocked  here  during  the  World 
Series  and  were  welcomed  with  open 
arms.  The  outside  patio  and  bar 
hosts  many  a party  celebrating  or 
commiserating  wins  and  losses. 

If  you  want  live  music  there's 
Bottom  of  the  Hill  and  Thee  Parkside. 
Open  seven  days  a week  since  1991, 
the  Bottom,  as  its  lovingly  called,  is 
a renowned  nightclub  recognized  by 
Rolling  Stone  magazine  as  the  be.st 
place  to  hear  live  rock  and  roll  in  the 
City.  It  has  a full  bar.  pool  tables, 
patio  space,  and  a kitchen  serving 
late  night  fare.  Down  the  road  Thee 
Parkside  rocks.  It's  "where  the  staff 
diinks  right  along  with  you,”  and  live 
music  comes  with  food,  an  outdoor 
patio,  a ping-pong  table,  and  a 
jukebox  heavy  with  ‘60s  garage  rock 
and  punk. 

With  its  four  bars  nightclub  Cafe 
Cucomo  is  the  place  to  go  to  bop  the 
night  away  to  live  music,  including 
(optional)  dance  lessons.  Most 
nights  are  ticketed  affairs,  so  check 
the  website  for  the  entertainment 


schedule.  On  weekends  there's  an 
outdoor  BBQ  with  a location  so  close 
to  the  freeway  they  can  pump-up 
the  volume  and  no  one  gives  a honk. 
Another  dance-oriented  night  spot  is 
Mighty.  This  7.000  square-foot  club 
doubles  as  an  art  gallery  and  grooves 
until  the  wee  hours  to  tunes  played  on 
a massive  sound  system  - "slamming 
yet  soothing,  swanky  yet  grooving." 

The  Dogpatch  Saloon  is  a 
welcoming  comfy-booth,  pool  table 
and  live  jazz  destination  for  folks 
who  like  their  drinking  straight-up. 
Go  for  the  friendly  ambiance  and 
live  jazz  on  Fridays;  stay  for  the  free 
popcorn  delivered  straight  to  your 
booth  or  bar  stool 

Located  at  the  former  site  of  the 
Burner  bar  Sublounge,  Retox  is  for 
Dogpatch  lounge  lizards  and  other 
friendly  natives  who  mix,  mingle  and 
manage  to  enjoy  themselves  in  what 
was  once  the  middle  of  nowhere  (the 
east  side  of  Third  Street!),  but  will 
soon  — if  not  already  — become  the 
epicenter  of  San  Francisco’s  uber- 
cool  set.  You  can  also  wander  round 
the  comer  and  check  out  the  Sea  Star 
Club.  It's  an  old-style  watering  hole 
that  may  help  you  forget  what  you 
were  trying  not  to  remember. 

A cut  above.  Yield  is  the  first 
and  only  green  wine  bar  in  San 
Francisco.  Yield  supports  sustainable 
winemaking  by  serving  wine  from 
family-owned  and  operated  wineries 
that  produce  biodynamic  and  organic 
wines.  If  you  want  your  tipple  to 
be  pesticide-  and  herbicide-free, 
at  Yield  you  can  down  your  drink 
without  a hint  of  shame.  The  woodsy 
brown-toned  interior  feels  warm  and 


welcoming.  Classy  small  eats  include 
fancy  rosemary  toasted  almonds, 
orange  and  fennel  marinated  olives, 
arty  bread  and  choice  cheeses  all 
designed  to  compliment  the  wine. 

If  you’re  a sports  fan  and  hate  to 
be  alone.  Fanatics  is  the  be-all  and 
end-all  of  sports  bars.  Inside  this 
mega  bar,  the  array  of  flat  screen 
televisions  is  perfect  for  watching  any 
game,  any  time;  although  check  with 
the  management  about  which  events 
are  ticketed  and  which  times  you  can 
just  drop-in  and  hang.  Fanatics  is 
located  in  one  of  Dogpatch's  more 
transitional  zones.  Drive  down  Cesar 
Chavez  Street  towards  the  Bay,  just 
before  you  reach  the  lapping  shores, 
turn  right  into  a huge  parking  lot 
next  to  a fairly  faceless  warehouse. 
Once  inside  the  bar.  the  contrast 
from  the  initial  outside  impression 
is  amazing.  The  wow  factor  kicks  in 
as  you  take  in  the  interior.  This  place 
is  totally  wired  for  video  games  and 
ready  for  any  number  of  huge  events, 
with  a big  stage  area,  lengthy  bar  and 
a balcony  for  viewing  it  all.  Like  they 
say  on  their  website,  ‘this  is  not  your 
father's  sports  bar'. 

Grab  a pint  of  your  favorite 
beer  at  The  Pub  at  Mission  Bay 
Community  Center  in  the  most 
architecturally  notable  watering  hole 
in  and  around  the  Hill.  Renowned 
architect  Ricardo  Legarreta’s  huge 
atrium  stretches  four  stories  up  and 
is  within  view  as  you  down  your 
drink  complete  with  hamburger  and 
fries.  There  are  lots  of  students  and 
visitors  milling  to  and  fro  for  the 
weekly  conferences  being  hosted  in 
and  around  the  Center.  There  are 
probably  more  BlackBeiTys  on  tables 
than  olives  in  glasses.  Adjacent  to  the 
Bakar  Fitness  and  Recreation  Center, 
it's  a family-friendly  place  to  bring 
the  kids,  who  can  happily  cavort  on 
the  outside  terrace. 

Not  far  away.  The  Ramp  has  a 
one  of  a kind,  show-stopping  view 
of  the  Bay.  This  down  home,  shack 
of  a place  is  a treasured  destination 
for  locals.  It's  also  a great  place  to 
impress  out-of-towners,  who  can 
gaze  at  Oakland  from  a sea  level 
perspective.  Eating  and  drinking 
outside,  you’ll  share  the  space  with 
pigeons  and  seagulls,  and  watch 
the  sailors  haul  their  gear  to  and 
from  their  little  dinghies.  Breathe 
in  the  cool  air  while  downing  ‘hair 
of  the  dog’  the  day  after  the  night 
before.  Kids  can  happily  eat  here, 
especially  dui'ing  brunch,  but  make 
sure  they  don’t  fall  into  the  Bay  as 
that  could  quickly  turn  your  bar 
hopping  experience  from  I Cover  The 
Waterfront  into  Poseidon  Adventure 
meets  Little  Mermaid. 

Sadie's  Flying  Elephant  is  a 
funky  bar  on  the  Hill’s  flipside  on 
Potrero  Avenue.  With  two  pool 
tables,  popcorn  and  an  indie  music 
jukebox,  there's  no  reason  not  to 
try  it  out,  and  you  never  know,  the 
bartender,  who’s  been  there  for  more 
than  a decade,  may  perk-up  at  seeing 
a new  face  or  two. 

Don’t  forget  to  drink  responsibly; 
use  a bar  mat.  take  your  turn  buying 
rounds,  and  leave  the  car  at  home. 
After  all,  that’s  one  of  the  great  joys 
of  drinking  locally.

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View  on  Pets: 
Groomed  for  Success

Bemie  Machado  glows  when  she 
talks  about  her  work.  “People  say  to 
me  all  the  time,  ‘You  look  so  happy.’ 
I’ve  never  been  happier.” 

Machado,  45,  owns  Bernie’s 
Grooming.  She  used  to  operate  out  of 
her  grooming/retail  store  on  Valencia 
Street,  but  for  the  past  year  has  been 
part  of  a unique  partnership  with 
the  San  Francisco  Department  of 
Animal  Care  and  Control  (AC&C). 
In  exchange  for  grooming  some  of 
the  shelter’s  animals,  AC&C  gives 
Machado  the  use  of  a room  the  size 
of  a large  closet  to  serve  her  clients. 
But  Machado  sees  the  collaboration 
as  much  more  than  a trade  of  services 
for  space. 

“I  wanted  to  be  a part  of  the 
Animal  Care  and  Control.  They 
are  so  wonderful  and  they  give  so 
much  to  the  community... They’re  so 
genuinely  kind  to  me.  They  believed 
in  me  before  they  really  knew  who 
or  what  I was.  They’ve  empowered 
me  to  become  better.  I think  every 
shelter  should  have  this  opportunity 
to  collaborate  with  our  type  of 
business, ”'says  Machado. 

“The  Animal  Care  and  Control 
gives  me  the  ability  to  help  with 
the  adoptable  dogs,”  Machado 
continued.  “The  dogs  that  are  ready 
for  adoption  that  have  been  medically 
and  behaviorally  tested.  And  they 


give  me  the  ability  to  perhaps  make 
them  look  a little  bit  more  fabulous 
for  the  public.. .a  little  bit  more 
appealing.” 

Machado  came  to  grooming 
through  her  lifelong  passion  for 
animals.  “My  first  job  in  life  was 
taking  care  of  three  Beagles  at  the 
age  of  nine.  My  landlord  was  the 
chief  of  police  in  Atlantic  City.  New 
Jersey,  .and  he  had  three  hunting 
dogs.  I made  $104  and  put  it  towards 
my  Christmas  Club  account.” 

“I  always  wanted  to  go  into 
business  and  I rented  a small  retail 
shop  on  18th  & Valencia. ..located 
next  to  Mission  Pet  Hospital.  I 
became  very  interested  in  bridging 
the  gap  between  pet  owners  and 
their  dogs.  It  was  a natural  process 
of  selling  retail,  guiding  people  with 
the  proper  grooming  tools,  with 
the  brushes  and  the  combs  and  the 
clippers.  I was  always  asked  for 
advice  so  I started  to  research  how  to 
become  a dog  groomer.  I rented  every 
video  known  to  man,  read  every  book 
that  I could  about  dog  grooming, 
went  to  dog  grooming  shows.  I did 
everything  I could  to  delve  into  it 
before  I actually  did  it.  Then  I went 
to  different  groomers  and  picked 
their  brain  and  asked  if  I could  watch 
them  all  day.” 

Machado,  who’s  been  a groomer 
for  10  years,  says  her  favorite  part

of  her  work  is,  “bridging  the  gap. 
Helping  the  pet  owner  understand 
their  pet.  Helping  them  understand 
their  pet’s  needs.  1 guide  them  to 
the  best  of  my  ability  to  understand 
how  they  can  help  their  dog  become 
less  anxious,  help  them  understand 


medical  issues,  behavioral  issues, 
grooming  issues. 

“I  think  I’m  most  proud  when  an 
owner  understands  their  pet  more. 
That  really  is  the  goal.  The  more 
that  the  pet  owner  understands  their 
pet’s  needs,  the  better  owner  they 
will  be.” 


Machado  has  a simple  grooming 
philosophy,  “It's  all  about  being 
gentle.  It’s  all  about  the  dog  enjoying 
the  process.”  She  says  even  nervous 
dogs  can  do  well. 

“We  try  to  work  within  that. 
Even  though  they  have  anxiety  we 


try  to  work  through  those  feelings  for 
the  dog.  There  are  times  in  life  you 
don’t  like  what  has  to  happen,  but  if 
we  can  make  it  more  pleasant,  that’s 
our  job,”  says  Machado,  “Listen, 
your  dog  is  nervous.  This  is  what 
we  should  do.  We  should  either  set 
a short  appointment,  the  grooming 
first  session  is  only  15-20  minutes 
and  we  should  gradually  work  up 
to  it  like  preschool.  You  don’t 
start  in  kindergarten  you  start  in 
preschool,  It’s  a series  of  steps  to 
help  the  pet  overcome  the  anxieties 
of  surrendering  the  pet  from  the 
owner  to  a groomer,  the  anxiety  of 
leaving  the  owner.  We  try  to  make  it 
as  comfortable  as  po'ssible  for  the  pet. 
If  the  pet  is  truly  anxious,  make  the 
appointment  shorter... It’s  all  about 
being  kind.  I\4y  mother  taught  me  to 
be  kind.  I live  by  it.” 

To  those  who  find  the  prospect 
of  being  in  an  animal  shelter  grim, 
she  counters,  “there’s  such  joy  here... 
There  is  sadness  here,  but  my  God, 
how  much  happiness  comes  out  of 
this  place.  How  many  times  do  they 
find  the  dog?  How  many  times  does 
somebody  fall  in  love  and  it’s  the  best 
thing  that  ever  happened  to  them  in 
their  entire  life  whether  it’s  a cat  or 
a dog.  a guinea  pig,  a rabbit  or  all  of 
the  exotic  animals  that  are  upstairs? 
The  opportunity  that  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  have  to  come  in  and 
enjoy  these  people  and  walk  away 
with  a relative.  Come  on,  life  doesn’t 
get  much  better.”

San  Francisco  seems  to  have  as 
many  comer  cafes  as  it  has  liquor 
stores.  These  cafes  survive,  and 
sometimes  flourish,  because  people 
want  to  enjoy  a cup  of  coffee  in  a 
place  that  reflects  the  neighborhood 
— the  home  — in  which  they  live. 

We’re  not  talking  logo-centric 
establishments  like  Starbucks, 
Peets  or  Tully’s.  Instead,  think 
peeling  paint,  ill-kept  shelves  of 
well-thumbed  books,  piles  of  local 
papers,  wobbly  tables,  mismatched 
chairs  and  people  who  all  look  at 
least  a little  familiar,  even  if  you 
don’t  know  their  names. 

Many  local  cafes  serve  as 
community  centers.  Some  host 
changing  exhibitions.  H Cafe  on 
17th  at  Sanchez  streets  is  noteworthy 
both  for  how  often  it  changes  its  wall 
hangings  and  the  frequency  of  its 
staff  turnover.  In  fact,  you  wouldn’t 
recognize  the  place  without  its 
perennially-posted  ‘Help  Wanted’ 
sign  in  the  window. 

As  a photojoumalist  working  for 
the  View.  I’m  drawn  towards  images 
that  reflect  community.  Given  the 


opportunity  to  mount  an  exhibit  at 
H Cafe,  I decided  to  pay  homage  to 
the  cafe’s  particular  sense  of  place; 
installing  a show  that  blends  into  its 
surroundings  as  opposed  to  fighting 
them. 

The  exhibit,  entitled  ‘Just  Like 
Home’,  features  photographs  taken 
in  my  apartment,  which  is  located 
around  the  corner  from  the  cafe.  The 
same  house  that  my  stepfather,  a 
lifelong  Ma  Bell  telephone  repairman 
and  my  mother,  an  artist  of  many 
disciplines,  lived  in  for  more  than  a 
half  a century.  My  kitchen,  once  their 
garage,  now  occupies  the  space  where 
my  stepfather’s  47  pet  chinchillas 
rattled  around  in  their  cages. 

The  photographs,  which  include 
still-lifes  and  interiors,  were  taken 
over  a three-month  period  this 
winter.  They  include  depictions  of 
my  mother’s  abstract  artwork,  as  well 
as  Various  household  objects.  The 
show  is  dedicated  to  my  stepfather 
and  mother.  Bill  and  Ethel  Lange. 
Just  Like  Home  will  be  featured  at  H 
Cafe,  17th  and  Sanchez  streets,  from 
April  1 to  April  30.

at  a wastewater  treatment  facility. 
SFPUC  uses  methane  gas  produced 
from  brown  grease  in  a cogeneration 
facility  that  partially  powers  the 
Southeast  Waste  Water  Treatment 
Plant  located  in  Bayview. 

In  2002  SFPUC  launched  a 
program  to  teach  the  City’s  legendary 
restaurant  industry  not  to  pour  their 
yellow  grease  down  the  drain.  Grease 
recycling  and  hauling  were  identified 
as  possible  disposal  options,  but  it 
was  left  up  to  individual  restaurants 
to  find  a licensed  company  to  take 
away  their  grease. 

Three  years  later  Harrison 
learned  from  local  civil  engineer 
Ben  Jordan  that  yellow  grease  had 
another  use  as  bio-diesel,  and  that 
San  Francisco’s  restaurants  might 
be  creating  enough  grease  to  replace 
a portion  of  the  City’s  demand  for 
diesel  fuel,  Jordan  estimates  that  San 
Francisco’s  restaurants  and  residents 
generate  about  six  million  pounds 
of  yellow  grease  a year.  This  river 
of  grease  would  yield  roughly  one 
million  gallons  of  bio-diesel,  enough 
to  make  a dent  in  the  more  than  six 
million  gallons  of  diesel  that  powers 
the  City’s  truck  fleet  and  Muni  buses 
each  year. 

Harrison  quickly  garnered  San 
Francisco  Board  of  Supervisor 
support  to  create  a bio-fuel  program. 
Last  spring  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom 
issued  an  executive  order  requiring 
that  all  City-owned  diesel  vehicles 
run  on  a B20  blend  - 20  percent 
bio-diesel  and  80  percent  diesel  - by 


the  end  of  2007.  B20  reduces  most 
vehicle  emissions  by  between  10  and 
20  percent.  Jordan  estimates  that 
the  City’s  restaurants  and  residents 
produce  enough  yellow  grease 
annually  to  meet  the  B20  requirement 
for  the  City’s  entire  fleet. 

Slated  to  begin  this  Fall,  the 
pilot  project  will  start  with  two 
City  employees  and  two  trucks 
collecting  waste  oil  and  grease 
from  participating  restaurants 
throughout  San  Francisco.  The 
grease  will  be  transported  to  a central 
transfer  station  to  be  constructed 
at  1399  Marin  Street  in  Bayview. 
After  the  grease  settles,  tanker 
trucks  will  transfer  it  to  bio-diesel 
processing  facilities  located  around 
the  Bay  Area,  such  as  Ukiah’s  Yokayo 
Biofuels,  Richmond’s  LC  Biofuels, 
and  Stockton’s  Community  Fuels. 
San  Francisco  does  not  yet  have 
its  own  bio-diesel  processing  plant, 
but  Harrison  says  that  SFPUC  is 
looking  into  building  one.  “The  City 
is  deliberately  trying  to  support 
groups  that  deal  with  waste  vegetable 
oil,”  said  Harrison.  “We  want  to 
encourage  recycling  as  a sustainable 
effort.” 

Harrison  expects  the  transfer 
station  to  have  an  initial  capacity  of 

20.000  gallons  of  bio-diesel  a month, 
with  a goal  of  reaching  50,000  gallons 
a month  by  the  end  of  2008  and 

100.000  gallons  a month  by  the  end  of 
2009.  The  City  will  have  to  purchase

most  of  the  bio-diesel  necessary  to 
convert  its  fleets  entirely  to  B20  by 
the  end  of  this  year.  But  by  2009  San 
PYancisco  could  be  producing,  from 
its  own  yellow  grease,  the  1 .2  million 
gallons  a year  of  pure  bio-diesel 
needed  to  fuel  the  City’s  trucks  and 
buses  with  B20. 

"This  creates  a sustainable  loop 
where  a local  problem  pollutant 
becomes  a beneficial,  local,  alternative 
fuel,”  said  Hamson.  Though  he  has 
not  yet  worked-out  the  details  of  how 
restaurants  can  sign  up,  Harrison 
believes  that  they  will  be  motivated 
to  participate  in  SFPUC’s  “FOG 
to  Fuel”  program  because  yellow 
grease  will  be  picked  up  for  free. 
Food  service  businesses  are  currently 
charged  $45  a month  for  pick-up 
of  55-gallon  drums  by  local  grease 
renderers  and  recyclers. 

Jordan  hopes  that  City  residents 
will  be  able  to  contribute  their 
waste  vegetable  oil  to  the  FOG  pilot 
beginning  as  early  as  this  summer. 
The  first  drop-off  point  for  residential 
grease  will  be  located  at  Building 
Resources.  701  Amador  Drive  off 
Third  Street  in  Bayview;  a second 
one  will  follow  at  SF  Recycling  & 
Disposal  Inc.’s  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  collection  facility  located  at 
the  City’s  southern  edge.  Jordan 
hopes  to  eventually  expand  the 
collection  network  to  more  than  a 
dozen  sites'around  San  Francisco. 


Though  grassroots  organizations 
have  been  making  bio-diesel  from 
waste  vegetable  oil  for  years,  no  other 
U.S.  municipality  has  implemented  a 
grease  collection  scheme  on  this  scale, 
said  Harrison.  But  he  hopes  to  foster 
the  grassroots  spirit  in  the  City’s 
program.  “I  hope  that  people  will 
feel  like  it’s  a community  thing,”  he 
said.  “The  whole  theory  of  pollution 
prevention  is  to  make  people  aware  of 
where  pollution  is  having  a negative 
impact.” 

SFPUC  is  spending  almost  $1 
million  to  launch  “FOG  to  Fuel,” 
including  educating  restaurants  and 
the  public  about  the  new  program 
and  paying  for  the  trucks,  drivers, 
storage  tanks,  and  security  for  the 
new  transfer  station.  Harrison 
estimates  the  pilot  program  will 
someday  be  profitable,  eventually 
earning  about  $500,000  a year  after  it 
achieves  enough  capacity  to  sell  bio- 
diesel to  non-City  customers. 

Both  Harrison  and  Jordan  also 
expect  that  the  creation  of  a City-wide 
bio-diesel  system  will  help  generate 
jobs.  City  College  of  San  Francisco’s 
Bayview  campus  has  been  offering 
workshops  to  educate  consumers  on 
the  use  of  alternative  fuels  since  2005. 
A U.S.  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  grant  awarded  last  month 
will  help  fund  an  expansion  of  the 
program  to  train  commercial  diesel 
ti-uck  drivers  on  how  to  use  bio-diesel. 


And  under  a separate  Environmental 
Justice  Grant  awarded  by  the  City, 
Bayview  residents  will  learn  the 
skills  necessary  to  obtain  a Class 
B commercial  driver’s  license  to 
operate  diesel-based  trucks. 


As  the  bio-diesel  economy  grows, 
Jordan  hopes  that  the  training  will 
result  in  jobs  for  San  Franciscans. 
Harrison,  agrees,  “It’s  about 
encouraging  this  business  sector  to 
grow.”

Starting  in  June  San  Francisco 
restaurants  and  food  sei*vice  vendors 
selling  prepared  food  to-go  will  be 
required  to  serve  it  in  compostable 
or  recyclable  containers,  typically 
made  out  of  white  or  brown  paper 
or  plant-based  compostable  plastic 
or  aluminum  foil.  Sponsored  by 


President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Aaron  Peskin,  the  new  law  was  passed 
to  reduce  the  negative  environmental 
impacts  of  disposable  food  service 
ware,  especially  polystyrene  foam, 
also  known  as  Styrofoam™.  Made 
from  crude  oil.  Styrofoam™  is  non- 
compostable  and  can’t  be  recycled. 
Styrofoam™  breaks-up  into  small 


pieces  and  can  be  ingested  by  marine 
or  bird  life,  killing  them  through 
starvation.  Even  Styrofoam™ 
production  creates  toxins.  And  the 
chemicals  in  polystyrene  foam,  which 
are  carcinogenic,  can  leach  into  the 
food  or  drink  from  the  containers. 

And  then  there’s  the  litter  factor.

HANDLING  AN  INHERITED  PROPERTY 

Question:  M\  grandmother  rccemly  died  and  her  home  passed  to  my 
mother,  a single  woman.  My  mother  was  advised  to  simply  pass  it  on  to  me, 
her  daughter  (also  single),  in  order  to  avoid  capital  gjuns  taxes.  Is  there  a 
problem  here? 

Answer:  Watch  out!  Ix.'t’s  rake  this  step-by-step. 

Your  mother  receives  a properw  whose  “basis”  is  stepped  up  to  its  fair 
market  value  either  at  the  time  of  your  grandmother’s  death  or  six  mrinths 
thereafter.  In  plain  Imglish,  this  means  that  if  your  m<Jther  were  to  sell  the 
home  immediately,  the  taxes  would  be  figured  on  the  difference  between 
ilie  value  at  the  time  of  death  or  six  months  afterward.  In  short,  she  would 
most  likely  face  no  gains  taxation. 

If  she  passes  the  house  to  you,  the  daughter,  however,  tliere  is  the  simple 
likelihood  of  gift  taxes,  since  our  tax  code  allows  a parent  to  pass  no  more 
than  SI  2,000  in  assets  to  a child  in  any  single  tax  year.  She  could,  howeier, 
create  an  agreement  that  passes  a SI 2,000  interest  in  the  home  every  year 
until  you  own  it  outright. 

As  always,  the  best  advice  is  to  seek  the  guidance  of  a sa\'^'y  tax  advisor.

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Desperately  Seeking  Temporary  Lets: 
Short-Term  Accommodations  on  the  Hill

If  you’re  planning  a drive-by  to 
check-out  what’s  available  in  the 
form  of  short-term  lets  on  the  Hill, 
save  your  gas.  It’s  impossible  to  see 
these  rental  units  from  the  street 
because  on  the  whole  they’re  garden 
flats  and  back-of-the-lot  cottages. 
They’re  almost  as  hard  to  rent  as  to 
see.  because  there  just  aren’t  that 
many  properties,  and  renters’  priority 
usually  goes  to  the  near  and  dear  and 
the  newly  single. 

Lani  Boucher,  longtime  Hill 
resident  and  chef  to  the  Archbishop 
of  San  Francisco,  has  been  renting  her 
Rhode  Island  Street  earthquake-style 
cottage,  that  nestles  in  the  back  of 
her  lot.  for  more  than  three  decades. 
Hundreds  of  renters  have  passed 
through  her  garden  gate  and  called 
this  short-let  home,  including  her 
sister  and  mother.  Artists,  doctors, 
waitresses,  surfers,  Scientologists 
and  students  have  all  stayed  there. 
Boucher  has  found  that  the  most 
of  her  renters  are  in  life  transition, 
often  ‘regrouping’  after  a divorce;  so 
much  so  that  she  calls  her  cottage  the 
‘divorcee  special’. 

However,  the  long  rental  years 
took  their  toll  on  the  structure.  The 
final  straw  occurred  when  during  last 
year’s  rainy  season  tenants  damply 
drew  her  attention  to  the  ‘shower’ 
over  the  bed  every  time  it  rained. 
The  skylight  was  leaking.  Cats  and

raccoons  pitter-patting  across  the 
rooftop  and  peering  into  the  glass 
bubble  may  be  charming,  but  rain 
dripping  on  ones  face  was  not  to  a 
rental’s  advantage.  She  figured  a 
leaking  roof  and  an  aging  structure 
was  nature’s  way  of  telling  her  to 


remodel. 

Currently  being  transformed 
into  an  architect-designed  mini-med 
villa,  the  structure  has  been  stripped 
back  to  a few  bare  walls.  Everything 
is  being  rebuilt  a little  bigger  and  a 
lot  better,  including  an  added  lanai. 


and  a glassy  dayroom  directly  over- 
looking the  garden  complete  with 
French  doors  and  a dormer  window. 
Aiming  for  a Mediterranean-look, 
the  outside  cladding  will  be  Tuscan- 
inspired  colored  stucco  with  vibrant
